In other ANARC news, the ANARC member clubs recently approved a elight 
inerease in club dues and subscriptions. The vote for the increase was 
unanimous. ANARC also expanded from 11 to 14 regular member clubs, with ‘the 
addition of the Brooklyn DX Club, the Longwave Club of America, and the Miami 
Valley DX Club. BDXC wae spproved 36-19, INCA 49-6, and MYDKC 12-13. WIFDA 
voted for the admission of LWCA, and against BDXC and MVDIC. ANARC will 
issue a new list of member clubs in late June. 

Member Gary Casler writes: "Are any of you guys in the WEFDA interested 
in an auroral Observing group? As you probably know, auroral activity ean 
produce DX openings in both TV and FM broadcasting by causing the 
ionosphere to act as a better ‘reflector’ of radio waves, If there is enough 
interest, possibly an organization can be formed, with a newsletter. By 
compering reports from such an organization with the DX columns in VOD, it 
may be possible to determine what frequencies or channels are most affected 
by auroral activity, and the relationship between the intensity of an aurora 
and the MUF."

Doug Long passes along the following information from the Atmospheric 
Environment Bulletin: "Weetheradio Canada is a new public service by AES, 
designed to provide weather information to the Canadian public over VEF-F™ 
radio continously 24 hours a day. This service was inaugurated on January 24, 
1977, when Vancouver went on the air (CFA-240 162.40mhz), Since then, Montreal 
has gone on also. Toronto is expected to start in June. Other proposed network 
stations are: St. Catherines, Hamilton, Thunder Bay, Kitchener, Windsor, 
London, Ottawa, and Sudbury, ‘These will also be fitted with warning tones. The 
exact frequency of each station has not been finalized, but it is expected to 
be 162.40, 162.475, 162.55 (the same as NOAA)." Doug didn't say which edition 
of AES this is from, so Some of these stations are probably on the air. 
Perhaps Doug would like to do an article on the Canadian weather stations?

Former FM DXer Jim Hughes notes WCRM-WRNN-FM Clare MI still off the air; no idea when 
they'll be sold and resume broadcasting, he says. WZRD's chief engineer is the source of the item 
that WLUW 88.7 Chicago deleted. "This is the second time that they've done this. They originally had 
88.3 that we are now on, back about 1970-71, and turned that CP in also. I wonder if they'll try for a 
third? WCYC 88.7 Chicago Boys Club station: transmitter is at 2801 S. Ridgeway Ave., Chicago. Their 
studios are at 304 W. Randolph, however." George Matyaszek, Chisago, says WVVX 103.1 Highland 
Park-Deerfield II, plays rock oldies 6-8:30 am and 9 pm-midnight, with much of the other time having 
gospel and ethnic programs. "This is one of the few, if not the only, station in the Chicago area that 
has this kind of format. Since nosialgie in music is my main interest, 1 listen to few other stations. " 

Canadian cable companies are cutting WBEN-FM's signal off the systems because it golicits ads in 
Canada; the development is not expected to cut significantly into WBEN-FM's audience in Canada, 

In Ketchum ID is a cable radio station, "KRMR" 99.9, and heard weakly by Pete Taylor in Sun 
Valley ona portable, He also got KRSP and KSOP Salt Lake City (translators?) in the educational 
band; most likely this was cable leakage. Johu Timm got a chance to try aut the new $89.95 indoor 
"Beam Box! FM antenna and it worked so well in picking up DX and reducing multipath that he's decided 
to keep it. He recommends it to others. He sent along a review from the Dee. 1977 High Fidelity 
Trade News. John Ebeling sent along a list of stations omitted from the new FM Atlas: 92.7 WJOT

toot FM towers will be constructed in May atop the 775' high IDS skyscraper In Minneapolis, which 
should soon boost the signals of five area FM stations, but some local architects are protesting the 
blight that this construction may cause. In CA, KFCF 88,1 Fresno serves as a relay for KPFA 94,1 
Berkeloy, much the same as KPFB 89.3 does. KFCF has applied for a power uppage. KIQQ 
100.3 Los Angeles still has background music on SCA. "Contract runs till 20 Oct. 1984. We can 
hardly wail lo get rid of it, So much multipath in thie market,” reports the new chief engineer of K- 
100, who is a long-time FM Atlas reader.

Maybe some of you can cell WFYR and find out 
which is true, WBPV *90.1 Charlton MA, Bay Path Vocational High School, hopes to be on the air with 
its 10 watts by now. Nick Lombardi sent along a listing of Dolby FM stations from the March '78 High 
Fidelity, with several previously-reported Dolby stations no longer carrying Dolby. T have not pro~ 
‘gessed the information, which seems incomplete, based on 2 mail survey with not all stations respon- 
ding. Readers, check on the nearby stations you have listed as Dolby and see if they still have Dolby 
or not, and give a report.

‘Nick Lombardi sent a copy of Part lll, "Antennas- ‘Transmission Lines and Signal Distribution" 
from the March 1978 Audio, and it discusses filters to help get rid of local station overload, euch as 
the Jerrold RFT-300 notch filter. ‘That article was by M, J, Salvati, Rick Samford, Burnet TX, 
says: "In case you didn’t keep up with them the final two installments of the Audio antenna series have 
now been published. I have the two Leonard Feldman antenna articles (as well ae the lesser-known EM 
‘Antenna Tests by Charles D. Nelson, Ph.D. of the School of Engineering, California State University, 
Sacramento) and I have to conclude that this series of articles contains as much useful Information for 
the average FM antenna purchaser as the aforementioned reports. In some aspects it |s superior to 
these, ‘The last two articles covered interference problems and overall antenna system design. . With 
the increased use of CB radio since the older reporte vere published, It was quite proper that inter- 
ference cures were covered. There's 2 tall beam about 250 ft. NW of my yagi but it doesn’t cause much 
trouble in regard to my FM DXing; other people evidently aren't so lucky. Sloce everything in the bi-ft 
magazines originates in the FM-congested Northeast, these writers can't imagine consistent reception 
at 300+ miles, which is common in the lJess-crowded South during spring. I remember reading Feld- 
man's audio column in Rolling Stone some three years ago (before I started taking this DX business 
seriously) when a reader in Lafayetie LA wrote to ask why his outdoor antenna wouldn't pull In Houston 
Me at 200 miles, Feldman implied that it would take some freak circumstances to obtain reception at 
that distance. Since Houston stations are received here with local quality on a regular basis during 
the warmer months (and KTDY 99.9 in Lafayette at 385 miles can do nearly as well with decent trops), 
it could be that Mr. Feldman underestimates the potential for long-distance FM with hi-fi quality. 1 
really enjoyed reading a lot of the older articles in the 1-78 VUD, especially Robert Cooper's ‘DXing 
Frustrations' which hit right home. I've already experienced the pain of preparing to tape a nonIDer 
only to have it fade out right at ID time. The distance records were also quite informative. I'm afraid 
that your 104.7Tr record has bit the dust, as I've logged WBBQ in Tampa at aroun! 930 miles. I have 
alao exceeded the 91.5 Es and Tr records but I won't claim to hold any of these as the Statistics 
columa is out of date.

‘TE MYSTERIOUS RADIO STGNAL OF EUGHNE OREGON 


During the month of March an wnusval radio signal was 
reported being received in Eugene, Oregon. Marshall 
Van Bri, industrial hygienist at the University of 
Oregon in Eugene made meesurenents of the unknown signal 
on 4,75 mhz after people in one area of the city began 
to complain ef disorders such as headaches and earaches. 


‘The signal was reported to be pulsing 1,100 times a 
second and Van Brt reported they had estimated the power 
of the station to be 500,000 watts, 


The Hnvixommentel Protection Agency was called in to 
determine if the signal could actually cause health 
gaoblens. At first they believed the signal was the 
cause of a powerline disturbance but that was later 
ruled out. 


Your editor started to feel the signal may have been 
one of the Russian Pulsers, well imown to many Short- 
wave Dier. 


The FOC reyorted the signal was from a military trans- 
miter 1n California but Van Grt et the University of 
Oregon indicated he felt it was sonething else. ‘The 
possibility of the signal being fren Russia was never 
Rentioned in any of the nedia, 


For a few days people in Eugene and Portland were 
‘eginning to worry just what aight be going on as 

the station was the number one neve iten on TV and in 
local newspapers. All were reporting that some "exrerts” 
felt there may be a grave danger to those in the signal 
area. Stories are now appearing nationwide not just on 
the Bugene signal but on the overall danger of being 
exposed to radio and TV signals. It has been rmored 

a group has now formed to force all stations off the air 
to “save humanity" fron the so called dangerous signals. 


‘The lastest information from the EPA consides with the 
FOC's ?indings, that the signal is fron a very low 
powered military TIY transmitter in Dixon, California,

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AUTOMATIC TIMING UNIT FOR FM MS DX 


Back in January of 1977, Peter Sawatzky had an article in the VUD de- 
scribing a method for the purpose of DXing meteor bursts (scatter). 

That construction article, heavily dependent upon digital electronics, 
was very well done and if I had a source for the required 1 FPS (pulse/ 
second) timing requirement, I would have built the unit. Unfortunately, 
my digiealielecks (aeldotaoseusder aveiok chip which does not provide 
the means of deriving the required 1 PPS output. Since I desired to have 
some type of automated unit to use during the annual August Perseid 
meteor shower activity, I thought a bit and started rummaging through 
the 25 year old assortment of various items collectively known as the 
proverbial "junk box". 


One of the basic metor burst reception requirements is the ability to 
activate an unattended tape recorder and tuner during high probability 
times of station identification (i.e. every quarter hour). This is the 
easiest way to DX meteor bursts, as most of us (at least we older 
fellows) need our sleep at night and become very bored just sitting 
and waiting for MB activity. Not too many times in my almost 30 years 
of DXing have I been lucky enough to be on an open frequency at the 
Proper time to catch a meteor burst ID. 


The old faithful junk box provided a small 117 VAC motor, about the 
size of a clock motor, with a 1 RPH (revolution per hour) rating and a 
shaft length of about inch. As most of you are aware, turning things 
on and off using a motor and various mechanical devices to activate 
switches is certainally not new. My problem then became that of finding 
a suitable switch to use and how best tc activate the switch. Last, but 
not least, was how to mount everything as a finished unit. 


I deceided on controlling the AC line voltage as the means of turning 
my tape recorder and tuner on and off. This was the easiest way as I 
would not have to modify any recorder or tuner. A miniature snap 
switch with a straight lever actuator was selected for use. This type 
of switch has a nice smooth action and the travel distance required 
near the end of the lever to actuate the switch is not great. 


As luck would have it, I also came across a round, solid aluminum disk 
with a set-screw already installed for attaching to the motor shaft. 
What to use on the periphery of the disk to activate the switch? The 
model shop where [ work drilled and tapped holes in the edge so I could 
insert some 2-56 x % round head screws. The heads of these screws pro- 
vide enough of a "bump" to activate the switch when the switch is prop- 
« -y positioned.

In my unit, four screws are used, each spaced 90° apart, to turn on the 
equipment each quarter hour. The on time (and consequently off time) is 
somewhat adjustable by changing the mounting angle of the switch which 
varies the angle of contact between the actuating lever and the screws 
on the rotating disk. I have mine set for an on time of 5 minutes each 
quarter hour. 


Now that all parts were available and I knew how it would work, how 
should I mount everything? I deceided on using a°2-gang electrical box 
(4" square,2-1/8" deep) and associated 4" raised surface mount cover 
with a duplex outlet mounted in one half to provide two switched AC out- 
lets. The motor is mounted in the other half of the box, below the cover, 
shaft up, and the rotating timing disk is exposed on top. The lever 
switch is also top mounted to a slotted metal plate to allow the necess- 
ary repositioning of the switch to change the duty cycle. Of course, a 
power cord is run through a knock-out in the electrical box, terminated 
internally to a tie lug strip which serves as a base for the minor in- 
ternal wiring required. 


Some general notes concerning the timing unit. A SPDT snap switch with 
a relatively long (1% to 1-3/4 in.) straight lever works best. (Cherry 
# E2350HX or similar). As the switch is top mounted, the AC terminals 
are exposed and should be suitably ‘insulated. 


The timing disk will almost certainly have to be made; therefore the 
dimensions of mine are given as a guide (see diag.). I have 8 tapped 
holes, each 45° apart which allows me to change the cycle time by simply 
adding or removing screws. The outside diameter (edge) of the disk must 
be smooth as it is in continual contact with the switch lever. The motor 
I used is similar to a Synchron # 112RC(1 RPH). 


While MS DXing, I use two tuners, each connected to a different antenna, 
and each fed to one channel of my stereo recorder. The tuners are set 

to FM mono. Signals are recorded at 1-7/8 IPS, say for a 6 hour period. 
Playback is done at 7% IPS-whenever I hear something other than noise I 
stop the tape, back up a bit and change speed to 1-7/8 & play it back. 
This way, I am able to compress 6 hours of DXing (20 min./hr. "on" time) 
into a little more than 14 hours of actual time spent on playback. After 
use, I find it most convenient to pull the MS unit power plug just as it 
cycles on. That way it is easy to establish the time frame for use next 
time around-no waiting for cycle time to see where you are.

Channel 13 Tower Collapses 


‘Thousands of Nebraske ETV Network viewers who 
live in Nebraska's Panhandle have been without their 
favorite programs—NASTERPIECE THEATRE, ANY- 
ONE FOR TENNYSON? and even SESAME STREET — 
since the KTNE-TV, Channal 13 transmitter tower near 
Alliance collapsed February 6. 


NETV Commission engineers are utlizing all avail- 
able channels in an attempt to rastore the Network 
signal to the Panhandle, but they concede it may be 
six months or longer before ¢ new tower is built and 
normal service is returned, 


No one was injured in the mishap. Two engineers, 
Larry Hanson and Joe Fairfield, were on duty at the 
time the 1,4924foot tower collapsed. 


Bill Ramsay, NETV director of engineering, said the 
collapse may have been caused by wind vibration in 
combination with an joe buildup on guy wires which 
broke:a U-bolt that anchored guy wire to the top of 
the tower 


The tower has had an effective radius of 73 miles 
which covered the Panhandle, excent the northwest- 
sm corner, and parts of oasiorn Wyoming. Officials 
are estimating the cost of replacement at about 
$850,000. 


ln the meantima, the Channel 6 translator in Chad- 
ron has been retuned to receive the Channel 12 KANE 
signal from Merriman, A temporary antenna on loan 
from RCA has been erected at the tower site to pro- 
vide limited coverage to 2 20-25 mile area. 


As a temporary measure to continue to provide in- 
structional programs to Panhandle schools, the Al- 
liance station has been videotaping programs from 
the Network's KPNE-TV station in North Platte vis a 
microwave link. The taped ITV programs are then dis- 
tributed to schools that want then.
